To  THE  Chairman  and  Mkmhers  of  the 
Urhan  District  Council  of  Brierley  Hill. 


Mr.  Chairinaii,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I hav^e  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  works  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  for  1965.  In  so  doing,  I am  conscious  that,  in 
respect  of  the  Urban  District  Council  and  myself,  this  is  the  last  Annual 
Report  that  I shall  present;  I hope,  therefore,  the  Members  will  forgive  the 
undue  length  of  this  preamble:  I have  an  awareness  of  the  occasion,  which  I 
am  sure  they  will  share. 

It  is  easy  to  see  many  of  the  reasons  for  local  government  re-organisation. 
An  institution  created  ov'er  70  years  ago  will  inevitably  be  subject  to  criticism. 
It  might  be  diflieult  to  find  answer  to  the  charges  of  inefficiency,  inadequacy 
and  jiroerastination  in  such  an  institution,  and  indeed  during  the  present  phase 
of  re-organisation,  this  has  become  evident  in  some  of  the  sectors.  I am  tempted, 
therefore,  to  ask,  has  local  government  been  so  wholly  bad  that  we  cannot  find 
somebody,  somewhere,  who  has  had  some  good  done  to  them  through  a local 
government  procedure?  Is  the  proposed  re-organisation  of  local  government 
the  answer  to  these  defieieneies.  or  will  it,  in  turn,  create  more  problems? 

I contend  that  the  whole  object  of  local  government  is  an  intimate  and 
personal  service  to  the  public,  with  the  emphasis  on  the  word  local.  However, 
it  .seems  to  me  that  the  creation  of  large  authorities  has  for  its  motive  strong 
financial  incentives  which  I hope  will  not  over-ride  the  ipiality  of  the  service 
given  to  the  man  in  the  street.  It  is  very  easy,  nowadays,  to  cloak  a venture 
such  as  local  government  re-organisation  in  such  terms  as  economy  of  man 
power  and  of  money. 


Ill  tlu'  licld  of  liealtli,  tlic  (|uesti()M  ol'  an  intimate  and  personal  ser\’iee  is.  of 
etinrse.  paramount:  not  only  in  tlie  ap])lieation  of  environmental  health  services 
such  as  honsinuj.  sanitation,  food  hvj^iene.  etc.,  but  also  in  the  ajiplieation  of  the 
personal  services  such  as  nursing',  home  help,  amhnlanec  and  health  visitiiif^ 
services.  I cannot  see,  therefore,  that  the  creation  of  larger  authorities  will 
increase  the  (inality  of  aj^plication  of  health  services  imlcss  very  great  care  is 
taken  in  the  planning  and  administration.  The  very  size  of  these  large  auth- 
orities now  so  created  does  lend  itself,  in  my  opinion,  to  a remoteness  of  executive 
action  which  as  far  as  health  services  are  eoneerned,  could  be  deleterious.  For 
example,  it  is  no  use  having  to  travel  long  distances  in  order  to  see  an  ollieial 
about  a complaint  which  may  be  of  an  urgent  and  personal  nature;  we  are 
paid  in  local  government  to  perform  a service,  and  in  all  eases  Mohammed 
should  go  to  the  mountain. 

As  far  as  local  government  staff  is  concerned,  I hope  that  the  awareness 
of  working  for  a large  authority  will  never  destroy  this  sense  of  service  to  the 
public,  be  they  junior  typist  or  senior  Council  official.  To  my  colleagues  in  the 
health  services  of  the  newly-created  boroughs,  whilst  expressing  my  personal 
best  wishes  for  the  succe.ss  of  re-organisation,  I trust  that  they  will  ncv^cr  lose  sight 
of  the  image  of  local  government  and  its  application  in  this  instance  to  the 
public  health.  They  will  have  many  administrative  problems  to  deal  with  over 
the  next  few  years,  and  I trust  and  hope  that  the  outcome  will  be  an  efficient 
and  augmented  personal  health  service. 

It  is  evident  to  me  as  your  iMedical  Olfiecr  of  Health  that  the  standard  of 
local  government  pursued  in  Brierley  Hill  has,  because  of  the  very  personal 
nature  of  its  services,  done  much  tangible  good.  I can  only  hope  that  this 
ha])]n-  state  of  affairs  will  be  maintained  in  the  phase  of  re-organisation. 

Certain  as])eets  of  the  health  of  the  urban  district  during  19(5o  deserve 
comment. 

The  birth  rate  continues  to  rise  at  a phenomenal  rate,  and  there  is  an 
excess  of  births  over  deaths  of  880.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  there  have  been 
no  deaths  of  infants  born  illegitimately,  although  illegitmate  births  are  apju-oxi- 
mately  8°^,  of  all  births,  live  and  still. 

Coronary  thrombosis  and  heart  disease  continue  to  be  the  major  killers, 
with  vascular  diseases  of  the  nervous  system  and  cancer  (all  forms)  a close 
second  and  third. 

There  has  been  no  undue  infant  mortality,  although  there  is  a preponder- 
ance in  the  first  week  of  life,  mainly  due  to  prematurity.

'I'lu'  fi'ciicral  sanitary  coiulition  f)f  the  flistriet  has  been  maintained  at  a 
hill'll  h'vel.  In  addition  to  the  nsnal  turnover  of  stall',  tlie  department  has  had 
to  cope  witli  tlie  unknown  in  the  shape  of  loeal  government  re-organisation, 
which  has  inevitably  caused  some  of  the  dc])artmental  staff  to  seek  ])osts  else- 
where. 

.Smoke  abatement  has  been  aetively  pursued,  and  I must  pay  tribute  to 
tlie  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  his  department  for  the  way  in  whieh 
they  have  dealt  with  this  matter — a dillieult  subject  to  pursue  in  an  industrial 
district  such  as  Brierley  Hill. 

'riierc  have  been  no  major  manifestations  of  infectious  disease,  although 
the  schools  in  the  district  have  had  the  usual  visitations  of  mumps,  measles,  etc. 

Once  again,  I have  to  thank  the  Housing  Committee  and  Department  for 
their  ready  help  and  co-operation  in  dealing  with  the  applicants  for  re-housing 
on  medical  grounds,  details  of  whieh  appear  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

I have  to  thank  also  the  staff  of  the  Area  Health  OHice.  Fairview,  Church 
Hill,  Brierley  Hill,  for  their  work  done  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council  in  the 
urban  district  of  Brierley  Hill.  This  has  resulted  in  a very  satisfactory  standard 
of  personal  comfort  and  health  and  also  an  extremely  high  degree  of  immunity 
to  whooping  cough,  diphtheria,  and  tetanus  in  Brierley  Hill  school  children. 

I wish  to  pay  tribute,  also,  to  the  nurses  and  midwives  of  the  County 
Council  who  have  operated  in  this  district,  at  times  under  great  difficulty. 

I have  also  to  thank  all  other  statutory  agencies  and  oilieials  of  the 
Cor|)oration  and  voluntary  bodies  for  their  help  and  co-operation  during  my 
term  of  olliee  as  Medical  Ollieer  of  Health  and  also  in  my  capacity  as  Area 
Medical  Officer,  No.  7 Division.  Staffordshire  Comity  Council.  Together  with 
tliese  and  with  the  tolerance  and  understanding  of  yourself  and  yonr  Members 
togetlier  with  the  Public  Health  Committee.  I have  to  express  my  thanks  to 
your  Council.  Mr.  Chairman,  for  five  pleasant  and  happy  years  spent  with  you. 
and  can  only  ho]ic  that  in  some  small  way  perhaps  these  years  have  seen  the 
lietterment  of  the  health  of  Brierley  Hill.

Water  Supply

^Vater  Board  supply  4,203  houses  at  Wordsley,  while  the  rest  of  the  area  is 
served  by  the  South  Staffordshire  Water  Board.  In  both  cases  the  supply 
comes  from  deep  wells  and  bore-holes  in  the  new  red  sandstone  to  depths 
vai'vinor  from  200  feet  to  500  feet.  The  water  is  examined  re^ularlv  and  has

VETERINARY  REPORT— LIVE  AND  DEAD  MEAT  INSPECTION 

It  was  the  declared  intention  of  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food  to  enforce  100%  inspection  of  meat  throughout  Britain  from  the  1st 
October  but  this  had  to  be  deferred  because  of  the  shortage  of  meat  inspectors. 
In  an  attempt  to  overcome  the  shortage  some  local  authorities  are  offering 
salaries  on  a higher  scale  than  that  usually  offered  to  Authorised  Meat  In- 
spectors. One  inspector  has  left  this  department  to  work  for  such  an  authority 
and  there  are  signs  that  others  may  do  likewise.  A replacement  has  been 
found  for  the  vacancy  and  with  the  appointment  of  an  inspector  in  April 
and  the  trainee  qualifying  the  department  is  now  able  to  maintain  a 100°q 
inspection  and  make  allowance  for  holidays. 

No  cases  of  Swine  Fever  have  been  detected  during  the  year.  The  slaughter 
policy  for  elimination  has  had  good  results  but  has  not  yet  succeeded  in 
clearing  the  pig  herd  of  this  troublesome  disease. 

The  inspection  carried  out  varied  little  from  that  of  1964.  The  number 
of  pigs  killed  increased  but  this  was  largely  balanced  by  the  drop  in  number  of 
cattle  and  sheep;  a comparison  is  shown:

The  factory  has  facilities  for  killing  large  numbers  of  cattle  and  sheep  but 
the  skilled  labour  cannot  be  found  to  do  the  work. 

Post-mortem  examinations,  including  an  examination  for  anthrax,  were 
made  on  216  pigs  which  were  dead  on  arrival,  59  pigs  which  died  in  the  lairage, 
one  ox  which  died  in  the  lairage  and  one  sheep  which  died  in  transit. 

C'ertificates  were  issued  for  the  examination  of  2,386  pig  lungs. 

K.  B.  Davies  carried  out  a small  scale  bacteriological  examination  on 
samples  of  meat  taken  from  49  pigs  soon  after  slaughter  and  also  24  samples 
from  such  items  as  boots,  knives,  rinsing  water  and  lloors.  The  tests  were  made 
to  detect  the  presence  of  food  poisoning  organisms  of  the  Salmonella  group. 
All  the  samples  tested  gave  a negative  result. 
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As  in  previous  years  material,  wlien  available,  lias  been  supfilied  to  St. 
'riiomas'  Hospital,  to  the  Virus  lleseareh  Unit  in  (Jlas<ro\v,  to  the  W'terinarv 
(’ollesres  and  to  the  Veterinarv  lleseareh  Centre  of  the  Ministrv  of  .\<rrieulture. 
Fisheries  and  Food.  In  return  the  Colleges  and  lleseareh  centres  jrive  a labora- 
tory report  on  speeimens  this  department  sends  for  examination.  l)urin«-  1!)H5 
three  diseased  eonditions,  previously  luu’eported  in  this  eountry,  were  found 
in  material  sent  from  this  factory.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 
AND  CLEANSING  SUPERINTENDENT 


I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  for  the  year  1965,  a year  which 
proved  to  be  a very  busy  one  notwithstanding  the  over-shadowing  of  events 
by  the  boundary  changes  which  have  now  taken  place. 

Housing  was  the  predominant  work,  355  houses  being  rc|)ortcd  as  unfit 
resulting  in  136  demolition  or  closing  orders  and  29  clearance  areas  affecting 
216  houses.  In  the  ease  of  some  of  the  latter  however  the  Clcciranec  Orders  or 
('om])ulsory  Purchase  Orders  will  not  become  operative  until  later  in  1966  due 
to  delays  caused  by  staff  shorfage  in  fhe  Surveyor's  and  Clerk's  Departments 
towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

'I'he  tleclaration  of  an  Improvement  Area  residted  in  more  ai)phcations 
for  improvements  grants,  but  the  full  effect  will  not  be  felt  until  later  when 
Im])rovement  Notices  become  enforceable. 

Meat  inspection  continued  to  absorb  much  of  the  inspectors'  time  aiul 
food  premises  generally  received  systematic  attention,  many  of  the  visits  being 
combined  with  cncpiiries  relating  to  the  Ollices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises 
.\ct.  The  Council  were  recommended  to  make  three  further  smoke  control 
orders  so  that  about  one  third  of  the  district  woidd  be  covered  when  they 
become  operative. 

.Vt  the  time  of  writing  all  the  Oflieers  (The  Medical  Oificer  of  Health,  the 
Clerk  of  the  Council  and  his  Deputy  and  the  other  Chief  Ofbeers).  who  took 
part  in  the  work  of  the  depai’tment  have  been  dispersed  to  other  posts,  but 
nevertheless  I think  it  must  be  put  on  record  that  without  their  co-operation 
manv  of  the  activities  recorded  in  this  report  would  not  have  been  ])ossiblc. 

I must  also  record  the  enthusiastic  work  of  IMr.  Stuart  Robinson,  my 
deputy  and  Mrs.  .lean  Lawley.  the  chief  clerk  who  coped  successfully  with  the 
e.xtra  paper  work  resulting  from  increased  activity  of  the  Department  on 
Hoiising,  Smoke  Control  and  the  Olbccs.  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  .\ct. 

bast,  but  not  least,  1 acknowledge  the  sup|)ort  and  interest  accorded  to  me 
by  the  Chairman  and  mcml)ers  of  the  Public  Health  Committee.  We  had 
many  lively  meetings  and  I think  all  members  will  agree  that  good  progress 
was  made.

A total  of  2,71)0  visits  were  made  to  premises  in  Smoke  Control  Areas. 
I.iegal  ])roeeedings  were  taken  against  an  occupier  of  a house  in  a smokeless 
zone  for  emitting  smoke  after  a second  warning.  He  was  fined  £3  Os.  Od.  with 
£3  3s.  Od.  costs. 

The  Council  made  a further  Smoke  Control  Order  affecting  an  estate  of 
pre-war  Council  houses  where  there  will  be  many  obsolete  solid  fuel  fireplaces 
re(|uiring  adaptations.  Two  other  Orders  were  delayed  due  to  the  anxiety 
regarding  gas  availability  following  bi’eak-downs  of  supplies  in  November. 
(The  Orders  were  in  fact  made  in  .January,  1966,  after  consultations  with  all 
the  fuel  suppliers).

It  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of  intermittent  kilns  (generally  the  worst 
offenders)  has  been  reduced  from  84  to  52  of  whieh  29  are  fired  smokelessly  by 
mechanical  stokers  or  oil  burners. 

Similarly  semi-eontinuous  kilns  are  reduced  from  10  to  8 of  whieh  5 arc 
now  fired  smokelessly. 

The  reduction  in  numbers  of  old  type  kilns  has  been  made  possible  by  the 
construction  of  three  modern  oil  fired  tunnel  kilns. 

Similar  progress  has  been  made  in  converting  hand  fired  coal  using  dryers 
to  mechanical  stoking  or  oil  firing. 

The  number  of  hand  fired  Lancashire  boilers  has  also  been  drastically 
reduced  either  by  replacing  steam  engines  with  electric  drive  or  by  ado]iting 
other  methods  of  drying  bricks  without  steam. 

I think  the  industry  is  to  be  congratulated  on  this  progre.ss  and  I look 
forward  to  the  time  when  all  these  works  will  be  smokeless  in  operation. 

Similar  figures  could  I am  sure  be  |)rodueed  regarding  progress  in  other 
industries  in  the  Brierlev  Hill  area.

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Improvement  Grants 

As  in  ])revious  years  every  assistance  possible  was  giv'en  to  householders 
seeking  to  modernise  their  old  houses  and  some  improvement  in  the  number 
of  grants  resulted. 

One  Improvement  Area  was  declared  and  service  of  preliminary  notices 
on  the  owners  of  tenanted  houses  was  commenced.  These  notices  call  the 
owners  and  tenants  into  the  ofFice  to  discuss  the  arrangements  to  be  made  to 
have  improvements  carried  out.  In  some  cases  tenants  (usually  aged  persons) 
did  not  agree  to  work  being  done  but  in  others  owners  agreed  to  do  the  improve- 
ments and  applications  for  grant  were  received.  Where  the  tenants  agree 
Improvement  Notices  will  be  served  on  landlords  who  have  taken  no  action. 
This  will  require  the  work  to  be  carried  out  within  twelve  months.  Results 
should  begin  to  show  during  1966.

Init  is  the  first  report  eovcriiifr  a full  year  of  its  operation. 

Further  rerristrations  under  the  jirovisions  of  the  Act  continued  to  he  made 
hut  it  is  felt  that  there  are  still  a numher  of  premises  which  are  not  registered 
aiul  a failure  to  register  new  premises  one  month  before  occupation.  The  total 
numher  of  premises  now  registered  under  the  .\ct  is  d7S.  Many  shop  premises 
are  not  suhieet  to  registration,  heing  ])rcmises  where  relatives  of  the  occupier 
are  employed.  The  .Vet  docs  not  afford  protection  to  this  class  of  worker,  hut 
eonsidcrahle  time  is  taken  up  in  investigation  hefore  these  ]iremises  can  he 
disregarded. 

During  lOfio  over  50%  of  registered  premises  received  a general  inspection, 
hringing  the  total  numher  of  premises  where  general  inspections  have  been 
carried  out  to  over  75%  of  the  total  premises  registered  since  the  commence- 
ment of  the  .Vet.

During  the  course  of  inspections  occupiers  of  premises  have  been  advised 
about  the  regulations  which  prescribe  specific  standards  for  sanitary  con-

Refuse  Collection 

The  programme  of  changeover  to  refuse  collection  using  hinged  lid  bins 
and  vehicles  equipped  with  the  Zoller  air  o])erated  dustless  loading  shutter 
was  continued,  a third  vehicle  being  put  into  service.  .Approximately  10. 000 
of  the  new  tyj)e  bins  were  in  use  at  the  end  of  the  year.  .A.  trial  is  to  be  made 
of  a small  quantity  of  bins  with  a hinged  rubber  lid. 

The  tonnage  of  waste  paper  salvage  eolleeted  increased  from  1.059  tons 
to  1.530  tons,  this  being  the  first  full  year  of  use  of  salvage  trailers  on  all  six 
refuse  collection  ro\mds.  Substantial  extra  bonuses  were  paid  to  the  refuse 
eolleetors  who  despite  ju’evious  opposition  to  the  use  of  trailers  are  now 
enthusiastic  about  them. 
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Refuse  Disposal 

All  refuse  was  dealt  with  at  the  Leys  Controlled  Tip,  levellinj^  heiuff 
carried  out  by  one  operative  usinf>'  a Hray  -t-vvheeled  drive  loader.  This 
niaehine  was  also  used  to  di^  covering  material  available  on  the  site  and  to 
o])erate  an  eleetro-ma^net  which  extracted  <S7  tons  of  ferrous  metals  from  this 
refuse. 

Sale  of  slatj;  eontimied,  90.8“24  tons  being  sold  for  £9,082. 

Paper  Haling  continued  to  be  earried  out  by  women  using  three  eleetrie 
vertieal  baling  presses,  but  some  difbeulty  was  experieneed  in  dealing  with  the 
inereasetl  tonnage.  A proposal  to  purehase  a eontinuous  baling  press  was 
deferred  in  view  of  the  pending  boundary  changes.

The  new  suction  sweeping  machine  was  reecivecl  and  nndoubtedly  iielpcd 
to  deal  with  the  muddy  roads  in  some  parts  of  the  district.  More  co-operation 
from  lorry  drivers  is  required  however,  if  conditions  are  to  he  kept  under 
control  to  the  satisfaction  of  householders  who  have  to  suffer  this  nuisance. 

Delivery  was  taken  of  a larger  type  i^avemcnt  litter  lifting  machine  and 
it  is  being  put  to  good  use  in  one  of  the  main  shojiping  areas.  'Phe  Flying 
S{]uad  was  retained  to  deal  with  areas  where  litter  is  regularly  to  be  found. 
Shopkeepers.  Liccncecs  and  many  factory  managements  co-operate  by  dis]day- 
ing  anti-litter  posters  on  their  premises. 

The  deposit  of  litter  including  mattresses,  furniture,  etc.,  continued  to  be  a 
problem  on  waste  land  and  in  the  quieter  lanes  in  the  district  in  sjiite  of  the 
Council  decision  to  undertake  free  collection  of  this  type  of  refuse  from  house- 
holders.

Vehicle  Repairs 

All  vehicles  were  regularly  serviced  and  inspected,  one  foreman  mechanic, 
two  experienced  mechanics,  a greaser/general  assistant  and  an  apprentice 
working  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  Cleansing  and  Transport  Foreman. 

Six  old  vehicles  were  replaced  during  the  year,  their  average  age  being  ten 
years.
